there, This church (to quote Kees again) 
was suprome in the Kingdom of the Picts, 
and Ungus the king ordained that the cross 
of St, Androw should become the badge of 
the country, St. Regulus, so tho. legend 
runs, having brought with him the arm 
bone, three fingers and three toes of St. 
Andrew. In 618 A.D., nn episcopal sce 
was’ established st the presont site of St, 
Andrew’s, and the bishop was atyled ‘ Mazi. 
mus Scotorum Episcopus.’ This see con-
